"The Wisconsin pearl craze Is not of 
recent date," said Charles T. Cook, 
tho haad of tho poarl dopartmoatfar 
Tiffany & Co. "For sovural years wo 
have been receiving pearls found In 
the rivers nnd brooks of that Slate. 
Tho pearl flsherlos In Wisconsin aro 
vary proline Just now, nnd a day 
■oldom passes without our receiving 
■paoiinons or Doing ad vised regarding 
thorn. 

"Tho fact Is, Amarlcan pearls aro 
not a now thing among jowolors. I 
havo no doubt they woro found In tho 
davs of Washington, and (hero are 
records of suoh dlicovorios sixty years 
ago. The first roul oxcllomant aver 
American pearls occurrod some thirty 
odd years ago, when a man found a 
magnificent ono In Hound Brook, K. 
J. Mr. Tiffany obtained that pearl 
for $1,009 In gold und a w,ituli and 
chain. Tho poarl was subsequently 
sent to Paris and sold to a Jowalar, 
who In tlmo dlsposad ol it to tho Em- 
press Eugonlo. This nccldental dis- 
covery caused groat excitement and 
Hound If rook was despoiled of every 
full-grown fresh-water music! during 
Unit year. A great many pearls woro 
found, but nono equaled tho flwt, ex- 
cept ono that was not disco vorud until 
It hnd boon boiled. In Its cooked 
statu It was not worth five cent), and 
experts greatly differ in thotr ostlmatos 
regarding Its probabla valua whan 
raw. Judging from Its slzo and forma- 
tion, It would no doubt havo brought 
nearly £2,000. 

"American pearls have n wldo 
rango. They aro found In tho crooks 
of Connecticut, Now Jorsoy, Massa- 
chusetts, Pennsylvania; Kaw York, 
Vermont, Ohio, Tanncsssoo, Wis- 
consin, Virginia und in Canada, 
Oihor states contribute pourls, but not 
in suoh quantities as those I hnvo 
named. Tho Gulf of California con- 
tributes n black pearl, and fully nlno- 
tenths of tbo black pearls bought nnd 
■old throughout tho world como from 
that section. They nra vory band- 
■omo and valuable. 

"The croat objection to American 
Irnsh wator pearls Is their luck af 
uniformity la shape, sUe or color. 
Tho oriental pearls aro pure white, 
and, In almost orcry instance, as 
perfectly round as nnturo can make 
thorn. The American gomsaro nearly 
all button-shaped. Thoy aro also 
varied In color. Tba Wisconsin pearls 
vary from a light purple to a dark 
drown, though thorn aro soma of a , 
dullcato pink which aro. extremely 
baniitlful. Hero aro somo Wisconsin 
specimens. That ana has a metallla 
luster, this Is a puro purple, and here 
Is another entirely brown. Tho luster 
is not as bright «« those from tho 
Indian Ocean, -salt wator having, I 
itipposo somuthlug to do wllh It. 
Those Wisconsin p oar Is nrii valued at 
from $300 to $400 onoh. 

"Tbo A inn clean pearl Is well-known 
In Europe, being chlofly valued for its 
oddity und prismatio colors. Nobody 
can glvo an estimate of the valuo of 
tho yearly harvest, for though this 
house receives tho larger part of tho 
best specimens, there aro thousands 
sold wo never hoar of."— Now York 
World. _^_^

IW. T. 11 Lewis-, tftofirchmologfiTl; 
of SL Paul, has boon axptorlng the 
country around Jonieslown, N. JI., for 
relics of tho moundbulhlurs. Ho tin* 
surveyed over 200 mounds ntnong tho 
bluffs bordering tho vnllay, and some 
thlrty-flva nreiind Spirit Waal Lalcts. 
Tim llnest group of earthworks In that 
region is an the bluff about two miles 
south of MontjHillor, an tho south side 
of Denver Crook, and west of Uio rlvor, 
Tito work Isn parallelogram In ground 
plan, and onoloios somo trronty acres. 
At tho northeast corner thero Is n coni- 
cal mound, twalve foot high. At tho 
loutbo&steoracr Ikoro Is a truncated 
mound, eight foot high, nnd nt tho 
northwest corner thorn is another of 
tho somo height. Those throe corners 
aro connactod by embankments that 
nvarnga two foot In height, From tho 
northwost mound thorn Is another em- 
bankment ot about tho same height, 
running In a southerly direction lo tho 
head ot a ravine forming tho third aide. 
The north bank of ths ravlna Is iloop, 
and dofends tho south aldo, so that a 
wall Is nocossnry. Tho walls on tho 
three lidos were probably palisaded, 
and thorn is an oponlngor gateway oa 
tba north and another on tho west side. 
It !■ evident that Uio mounds wcro 
built first as monumanls. Thero am 
Ihlrtcan mounds la addition to tho 
walls forming tho enclosure, nnd tho* 
earth In all of tuom wasonrrlod from a 
distance. 

Circles composed ot half hurled 
bouldors abound over a vast aran ot 
th« Northwost, from Manitoba to tho 
northern Iowa lino, and from St. Paul 
lo Groat Falls, Mont, Thoy aro pni* 
tlcuturty abundantnlong tho Missouri, 
Dig Sioux end James rtvor valleys, 
nnd nearly all aro found noar a Inka or 
watercourse. Tho prosant Indian 
tribes of tho Dakolas know nothing ot 
their origin. Those rings ot bouldors 
show groat antiquity. The compara- 
tively ratii less region is peculiarly 
adopted for preserving lham, and hun- 
dreds of yonrs must alapsa boforo largo 

boulders aro covered by tho ordinary 

forces ot nnturo. Yot In many o( tho 

clrclos, on high, gravelly points, tho 

bouldors are just visible on tho sur- 

fnco, while oxcavnUon shows that 

maayaro buried out ot sight entirely.

This gives 
the paint lime to harden nicely, 

I have ihcI speeiiillv prepared floor 
paints. Tln-y come In tin cans nud 
palls. It Is s'ald they contain minora! 
ami hydraulic cement, There Is n good 
gloss to lliese paints, and thoy will 
usually he drv enough to step on in 
Iwenly-four linurs. If the weather Is 
warm nnd thu nlr is dry. I think they 
do nut wear so well as uil paints, but 
IhuV niwuvs dry nicety. 

l-W a "kitchen Hour I prefer glua 
paint. It dries quicker, lasts longer, 
nnd costs less than one-lull as much iu 
any other kind uf paint; nud If yoill 
Hour is rough, tt will make It smooth ct 
thnn nny oilier kind of paint, Tlie 
materials needed for this pal lit are; 
I'our oniices of llio best shoot pluo; 
three pnunds of sprueo yellow; n quart 
of Unseed oil. This quantity will cover 
a largo floor with one thick coat ol 
pattit. I never put on but one coat r,i 
■h time of Hi Is kind. 

To prVparo Ibo paint: llreak the 
gltiu In small bits, ami soak it ovei 
night in a quart of water; in the morn- 
ing add lo It three quarts of boiling 
wn lor, nnd thoroughly dissolve the 
glue. Then stir In l ho spruce yellow. 
Apply this to tho floor while It 'is hoi. 
You will need to wnrm It on tho stove 
several times before Ibo onliro lloor ll 
painted, as the glue will grow jelly-like 
as ll cools, aud It must be used* In f 
liquid state. 

If you paint tho floor early In tbr 
mornlng.you can apply Ibo oil at night. 
l'ut this on with n clean, dry brink 
Tlio next morning you can walk on the 
floor. If you wish, 1 nlwnvs lay down 
somo paper, nnd walk on ibis for a few 
days, It protects tho Hour from illrl 
and dust, and prevents It from getting 
scratched. 

Spruce yellow is n common name foi 
vcllow ociire; other colors may Iio used 
If you prefer, ns any of the dry mineral 
pal o Is work j us t as w e 1 1 u s the oc h re. 
I baro used glito paint on ninny articles; 
It Is good for out-of-door work, nutl 
wears as well as any paint. 

When you paint a lloor, tiso n thick 
mat to sli an, or n piece of carpet 
doubled suvcral limes. — Uuuitkaucr 
Wtckiy.

In Samoa tbo women were inuoh re- 
spected and every village had lta pa- 
tron ens. usually tha chief a daughter, 
who represented tho community at 
tho civil and religious feasts, Intro- 
duced strangers to thu tribe, and dif- 
fused general happiness by her cheer- 
ful do in can or nnd radiant beauty, says 
n writer. Hut olsewhern tbo women, 
though ns a rule woll t rented, we in 
rogardod as greatly Inferior to tho 
men. At tho religious ceremonies tho 
farmer worn noa, or profane; tha lat- 
ter rn, or sacred; and most of tbo in- 
terdictions of things tabooed tell on 
tho weaker sax. 

Tho women novcr shared tho family 
meal and thoy woro regarded as com- 
mon property In tbo households of tha 
chiefs, whero polygamy wns tho rule. 
lie tore tho arrival of tbo Kuropcans 
Infanticide was systematically prac- 
ticed; la Tahiti nnd soma othor groups 
thoro existed a special casta among 
wham this custom wns oven rogardod 
ns n duty. Honco doubtless nraso tho 
habit oT adopting strange children al- 
most universal In Tahiti, wheru It 
gnvo rlso to all manner af complica- 
tions connected with tho tenure and 
InhcrlUinco of proporly.

I saw nn article In a papor recently 
headed "Thu Last Shot,'-' fired on tho 
batlluflold of Chluknmaugn. I will 
retnto n little Incident councctcd wllli 
tho batllo of Chickumaugn, In which 
I bullova was 11 rod tho first shot of 
Ihntbnltlo.. 

Wo woro camped at Itosavlllo for a 
wcok or ten days prior to tho batllo. 
On Friday nttornoonour brigade, com- 
manded by Gen. Whltnkor, erostod 
Mission llldgo, and after marching 
about II vo miles in a southeasterly di- 
rection, wo woro halted Just as the 
head of tho column arrived at tho fork 
of n small creek, (I suppOBO It Vns 
Chicknmuuga, creek), and ordered to 
rest. 

White resting, Gen. Whlttakor and 
staff, without any advance guard, rode 
their horses down into tho a rook nnd 
lot thorn drink, wlillo wo chatted as 
If nothing was about to happen. Attor 
resting ton or fifteen minutes tho 
buglo sounded "forward," and before 
tbo general and Staff hail readied tha 
othor bunk, a sharp report of a rluo 
was heard, which eont tho general 
nnd his stnfThuck again, much quicker 
than thoy wont ovor, Tho bullet 
struck Tommy Ronalds, a drummor 
hoy of our regiment, upon tho (olds 
of his rubber blanket which ho had 
hung ovor his shouldar, It sent him 
stnggoriug backward about six root, 
but ho gathered himself up without 
falling and picked up tho bullet, ex- 
claiming as he did so:
